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Consideration of Good Faith Effort for Projects with MBE/WBE Goals More Than Zero

Adequate good faith efforts mean that the biddek tall necessary and reasonable steps to achievgodd which, by their
scope, intensity, and appropriateness, could redypiibe expected to obtain sufficient MBE/WBE papiation. Adequate
good faith efforts also mean that the bidder abtisad aggressively sought MBE/WBE patrticipatidviere pro forma efforts
are not considered good faith efforts.

The Department will consider the quality, quantand intensity of the different kinds of effortdb@lder has made. Listed
below are examples of the types of actions a biddirtake in making a good faith effort to meetetigoals and are not
intended to be exclusive or exhaustive, nor istégnded to be a mandatory checklist.

(A) Soliciting through all reasonable and availableans (e.g. attendance at pre-bid meetings, &imgrtwritten notices,
use of verifiable electronic means through theaishe NCDOT Directory of Transportation Firms) theerest of all
certified MBES/WBEs who have the capability to penfi the work of the contract. The bidder mustcsothis
interest within at least 10 days prior to bid openito allow the MBES/WBEs to respond to the sdiin.
Solicitation shall provide the opportunity to MBBR#BES within the Division and surrounding Divisionéere the
project is located. The bidder must determine wéltainty if the MBES/WBEs are interested by takappropriate
steps to follow up initial solicitations.

(B) Selecting portions of the work to be perfornigdMBES/WBES in order to increase the likelihoodttthe MBE and
WBE goals will be achieved.

(1) Where appropriate, break out contract work #etnto economically feasible units to facilitate
MBE/WBE participation, even when the prime contoaamight otherwise prefer to perform these work
items with its own forces.

(2) Negotiate with subcontractors to assume parthefresponsibility to meet the contract MBE/WBEalgo
when the work to be sublet includes potential f@B/MBE participation (2 and ¥ tier subcontractors).

© Providing interested MBEs/WBEs with adequaterimation about the plans, specifications, and irequents of the
contract in a timely manner to assist them in redpw to a solicitation.

(D) (2) Negotiating in good faith with interestedBEs/WBESs. It is the bidder’s
responsibility to make a portion of the work avhitato MBE/WBE subcontractors and suppliers and
to select those portions of the work or materi@dseconsistent with the available MBE/WBE subcarties
and suppliers, so as to facilitate MBE/WBE partitipn. Evidence of such negotiation includes thmes,
addresses, and telephone numbers of MBEs/WBEswéia considered; a description of the information
provided regarding the plans and specificationgtierwork selected for subcontracting; and evideascéo
why additional agreements could not be reachetMEs/WBEs to perform the work.

(2) A bidder using good business judgment would smer a number of factors in negotiating with
subcontractors, including MBE/WBE subcontractors] avould take a firm’s price and capabilities adl we
as contract goals into consideration. However faéloethat there may be some additional costs ureebin
finding and using MBES/WBEs is not in itself suifint reason for a bidder’s failure to meet the it
MBE or WBE goals, as long as such costs are reaan#lso, the ability or desire of a prime cortax to
perform the work of a contract with its own orgaatian does not relieve the bidder of the respolitsilio
make good faith efforts. Bidding contractors am, however, required to accept higher quotes from
MBESs/WBEs if the price difference is excessive oraasonable.

(E) Not rejecting MBES/WBEs as being unqualifiedhsut sound reasons based on a thorough invesiigafi their
capabilities. The bidder’s standing within itsustty, membership in specific groups, organization@ssociates and
political or social affiliations (for example, umovs. non-union employee status) are not legitincateses for the
rejection or non-solicitation of bids in the biddeefforts to meet the project goal.

(F) Making efforts to assist interested MBEs/WBE®btaining bonding, lines of credit, or insuramaserequired by the
recipient or bidder.

(G) Making efforts to assist interested MBEs/WBEBsobtaining necessary equipment, supplies, maseral related
assistance or services.

Effectively using the services of available writly/women community organizations; minority/womeontractors’
groups; Federal, State, and local minority/womesiriess assistance offices; and other organizatisradlowed on a
case-by-case basis to provide assistance in theitreent and placement of MBES/WBEs. Contact witfii days
from the bid opening NCDOT’s Business Developmerdani&ger in the Business Opportunity and Work Force
Development Unit to give notification of the bidteinability to get MBE or WBE quotes.

Any other evidence that the bidder submits whichwshthat the bidder has made reasonable good d#ithts to
meet the MBE and WBE goal.

In addition, the Department may take into accohatfollowing:

() Whether the bidder’s documentation reflectdemrcand realistic plan for achieving the MBE andB®&V
goals.

(2) The bidders’ past performance in meeting theEMiBd WBE goals.

3) The performance of other bidders in meetingNMRE and WBE goals. For example, when the apparent
successful bidder fails to meet the goals, but rsthreeet it, you may reasonably raise the question o
whether, with additional reasonable efforts theaappt successful bidder could have met the gokilthe
apparent successful bidder fails to meet the MB& WBE goals, but meets or exceeds the average MBE
and WBE participation obtained by other bidders, repartment may view this, in conjunction with esth
factors, as evidence of the apparent successfdébitaving made a good faith effort.

If the Department does not award the contract éoatparent lowest responsive bidder, the Departnesetves the right to
award the contract to the next lowest responsidddyithat can satisfy to the Department that th&aMBd WBE goals can be
met or that an adequate good faith effort has bese to meet the MBE and WBE goals.

Non-Good Faith Appeal

The Engineer will notify the contractor verballydaim writing of non-good faith. A contractor magpeal a determination of
non-good faith made by the Goal Compliance Committéf a contractor wishes to appeal the deterngnamade by the
Committee, they shall provide written notificatibo the Engineer. The appeal shall be made withliusiness days of
notification of the determination of non-good faith

Joint Checks

Subcontracts (Non-Trucking)

(2) With respect to materials or supplies purchdsech a MBE/WBE, which is neither a manufacturer ao
regular dealer, count the entire amount of feesoanmissions charged for assistance in the procureofe
the materials and supplies, or fees or transportatinarges for the delivery of materials or suptiEquired
on a job site (but not the cost of the materiald supplies themselves), provided the fees arerdeted to
be reasonable and not excessive as compared eticiistomarily allowed for similar services.

MBE/WBE Utilization in Trucking

When this occurs, the MBE or
WBE who subcontracts work receives credit for tlogalt value of the transportation services the
subcontracted MBE or WBE provides on the contrdcshould be noted that every effort shall be mage
MBE and WBE contractors to subcontract to the saewification (i.e., MBEs to MBEs and WBEs to
WBESs), in order to fulfill the goal requirement. hi§, however, may not always be possible due to the
limitation of firms in the area. If the MBE or WBIEmM shows a good faith effort has been made ézhie
out to similarly certified transportation serviceyiders and there is no interest or availabiyd they can
get assistance from other certified providers Bhgineer will not hold the prime liable for meetitige goal.

(5) The MBE/WBE may also subcontract the work twoa-MBE/WBE firm, including from an owner-operator.
The MBE/WBE who subcontracts the work to a non-MBBE is entitled to credit for the total value of
transportation services provided by the non-MBE/#iBcontractor not to exceed the value
of transportation services provided by MBE/WBE-odmricks on the contract. Additional participation
non-MBE/WBE subcontractors receives credit onlytfog fee or commission it receives as a resulhef t
subcontract arrangement. The value of servicefonpeed under subcontract agreements between the
MBE/WBE and the Contractor will not count towartde (MBE/WBE contract requirement.

This
requirement does not preclude the leased truck fwonking for others during the term of the leaséhvihe
consent of the MBE/WBE, so long as the lease diresSMBE/WBE absolute priority for use of the leased
truck. This type of lease may count toward the WABBE'’s credit as long as the driver is under the
MBE/WBE'’s payroll.

Magtiedoor
signs are not permitted.

MBE/WBE Replacement

When a Contractor has relied on a commitment td3& Mr WBE firm (or an approved substitute MBE or B/Brm) to meet
all or part of a contract goal requirement, thetiaxetor shall not terminate the MBE/WBE for convarge. This includes, but
is not limited to, instances in which the Contracteeks to perform the work of the terminated sotrestor with another
MBE/WBE subcontractor, a non-MBE/WBE subcontractar with the Contractor’'s own forces or those ofadfiliate. A
MBE/WBE may only be terminated after receiving BEregineer’s written approval based upon a findingadd cause for the
termination. The prime contractor must give theBWR/BE firm five (5) calendar days to respond to gnene contractor’'s
notice of termination and advise the prime contiaeind the Department of the reasons, if any, ieyfirm objects to the
proposed termination of its subcontract and whyDbkpartment should not approve the action.

All requests for replacement of a committed MBE/W#&in shall be submitted to the Engineer for apptaan Form RF-1
(Replacement Request). If the Contractor fails to follow this procedurie Contractor may be disqualified from further
bidding for a period of up to 6 months.

The Contractor shall comply with the following f@placement of a committed MBE/WBE:

(1) When a committed MBE/WBE is decertified by bepartment after the SAR(bcontract Approval Form)
has been received by the Department, the Departwiiiot require the Contractor to solicit replacent
MBE/WBE participation equal to the remaining work be performed by the decertified firm.

Failure on the part of any subcontractor to sulimé required information in the time frame spedifimay result in the
disqualification of that contractor and any affiéacompanies from being approved for further warkfudure projects until the
required information is submitted.

Contractors reporting transportation services glediby non-MBE/WBE lessees shall evaluate the valliservices provided
during the month of the reporting period only.

At any time, the Engineer can request written ieatfon of subcontractor payments.
The Contractor shall report the accounting of paysiéhrough the Department’'s DBE Payment Trackiysjesn.
Failure to Meet Contract Requirements

Failure to meet contract requirements in accordamitie Subarticle 102-15(J) of th2012 Standard Specifications may be
cause to disqualify the Contractor.
